On behalf of many people who use 
the bus service at Royal Oak, I wish to 
voice a complaint and suggest a remedy. 

For many years people have stood 
out in the rain and snow at Royal Oak 
while waiting for a bus, yet nothing has 
been done towards erecting a shelter, 
Even though our council have been asked 
time and again to do something about it. 

Sometime ago I asked the bus com- 
pany what they would do. But they 
would only give $20, which would hardly 
erect a seat at the present lumber prices, 

However, a man at Royal Oak offered 
$50, which made a total of $70. I didn’t 
think this was quite enough, so I asked 
the councit if they would pay any addi- 
tional costs, but they refused on the 
grounds that it was up to the people 
who used the bus to erect a shelter. 

Personally I believe they are wrong, 
as people come here from all the muni- 
cipality to pay their“taxes and transact 
other business. Surely it is up to the 
council to do something for the people 
who use the bus service, even from a 
business standpoint Furthermore, the 
cost t6 the taxpayers for a shelter would 
be almost negligible. 

If something isn’t done soon I suggest 
that we, the ratepayers, elect some live 
councillors, if possible, at the next elec: 
tion who will be able to see the needs 
of the people

DUNCAN—George FE. Bonner 
of Cobble Hill has no patience 
with a language spoken in East 
ern Canada “Ottawa ~~ official- 
ese”— and has made his opinion 
known quite definitely. 


On Oct. 27, as president of Van- 
couver Islarid Ratepayers’ Associ- 
ation, he sent telegrams to Prime 
Minister St. Laurent ang Trans- 
port ,Minister Lionel Chevrier 
that “Vancouver Island be ex- 
cluded from a proposal by the 
transport department to increase 
telegraph rates.

N Sara Spencer, who on-behalf of the 
Spencer Foundation, gave the Moss Street 
home to the city as an art gallery, is moving 
this week to an attractive new home on Cad- 
boro Bay Road. 

And, as each stately room in “Lan Dder- 
wen" becomes vacant, members of the Art 
Centre of Greater Victoria commence work 
that will quickly make the bright promise of 
a gracious future for the fine old home a 
reality. 

Original owner of “Lan Dderwen” was 
banker A. A. Green, father of Dr. F. W. Green, 
ex-M.L.A. for Cranbrook, When Cary Castle 
burned down at the turn of the century, the 
mansion was rented to the government—for 
$50 a month—as a residence for Lieutenant- 
Govemnor Thomas McInnis. 

Lieutenant-Governor Sir Henri Joly de 
Lotbiniere followed Thomas McInnis and dur- 
ing his regime “Lan Dderwen” was setting 
for a dinner given by the Lieutenant-Governor 
and his lady for the Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York, later to become King 
George V and Queen Mary 

Besides Queen Mother Mary, the only guest 
at that dinner. still living is Mrs. E.G. Prior 
of Victoria 

Robert Beaven, Premier of B.C. and one 
of Victoria's mayors, later bought the house 
and sold it to David Spencer, who allowed it 
to remain under parliamentary: control until 
1904 

In that year, the present Government 
House was completed and “Lan Dderwen” was 
freed to become David Spencer's family ho’ Left
